After the punch has 
boon inserted in tho hole for one candi- 
date a horizontal locking bar is operated 
which locks the pitman representing all 
other candidates for that oillce, so that 
tho voter can vote for the same person 
but once and cannot vote for anyone 
else for the same oflice. This is con- 
tinued throughout the ticket. In addi- 
tion to voting for tho candidates upon 
the ticket, the ilret name voted for reg- 
isters a number upon a place for the 
number nf ballots cast. This will fill- 
able tho election board to know how 
many ballots have been cast. 


In addition to tho regular ticket, a 


blank ticket is provided for persons who 
desire to vote for some person not oil the 
regular ticket. Thin is done by lifting a 
lever and writing the nnme. Lifting the 
lover acts the same as punching the pit- 
man and locks the horizontal bar for all 
other persons in nomination for that 
otlico. When the voter has cast his bal- 
lot he steps from tho ] latfprm, the bell 
is again rung and tho machine is locked 
until another voter enters the booth and 
stops upon the platform, when another 
ballot can be cast. A lover at the top of 
tho ticket can be used to vote a straight 
ticket. Upon an indicator on the end 
of the box, also incased in glass, is a 
duplicate of the names being voted for 
and the number of votes cast for each. 
This enables the board of election to 
make out their tally sheets without de- 
lay, the votes being registered opposite 
the name of each candidate. 


The voting machine is made of riveted 


joints so that it will not get out of order 
if laid in any position. It ia fourteen 
inches wide, twenty-seven inches long, 
and twelve inches deep. A patent has 
been applied for and it will undoubtedly 
be granted. Upon its introduction it 
will undoubtedly commend itself to all 
who favor a pure ballot. 


Mr. Mourot, the inventor, has been 


at work upon his invention since Janu- 
ary last, and wo predict that he has a 
machine that 
will 
bo 
universally 


adopted. All the phases of tho Aus- 
tralian ballot have been closely studied 
by the inventor, and everything altout 
the machine meets the requirements of 
the law.

ABOUT PASSENGER RATES. 


It is of the utmost importance that 


the directorate of the Midwinter Fair 
secure tho most favorable passenger 
rates possible from the transcontinental 
railroad companies while tlie exposition 
is in progress. A few days ago it was 
announced by telegraph that the West- 
ern Passenger Association hud adoptee 
a round-trip rate from St.: I'aul and 
Missouri river points to the Midwinter 
Fair at San Francisco, good until Apr!

by the time of the expiration of the

wcro tried. With this patient M. Koer- 
for aleo imulo an injection of two centi- 
gruois of morphitii' toward tlio end of 
the chloroform set-nee, and when the 
man began to come out from llio effect 
of thu chloroform ho fell asleep again 
under tho influence of the morphine, and 
on awakening finally the convulsive at- 
tacks "nod entirely disappeared. 


Chloroform acts in these cases by stop- 


ping-the convulsions which help to raise 
tho temperature of the body by lessening 
tho production of heat and also by facil- 
itating tho radiation of tho heat of the 
body. Hypodermic injections of ether 
aro given to prevent tispliyxin, nml caf- 
foino administered in the BSIUC way has 
a twofold purpose, to increase or re-es 
lablieh tho urinary secretion nnd to ton- 
ify tho system in general. In the fu- 
ture it will bo well to bear in mind the 
usefulness of chloroform in these very 
bev»;ro casea of sunstroke.—Puna Herald.

If somebody should find a diamond jis 


big us n football, his discovery would 
hardly be more unexpected than ono 
which has recently been made in Utah, 
relating to u kind of crystals, however, 
fur less precunis than diamonds. Tho 
discovery referred to is that of a deposit 
of selenium found near the Fremont 
river in a moundlike elevation formed 
by tliu washing and wcaritiir away of 
the clay and sa-ntl surrounding it 


Selenitic crystals are formed from tho 


rare element'selenium, which is related 
to sulphur :iml was discovered ill 1817 
in the refuse of a sulphuric acid factory 
by the celebrated chemist Berzelins. 


In its vitreous form selenium is some- 


times employed for optical purposes. 
Many years ago little medallion por- 
traits of Ber/elins wen1 occasionally to 
be seen cast in this substance which he 
had discovered. 


Selenium has been found in small 


quantities in native deposit?, notably at 
Culebras, in Mexico. But hitherto tlio 
selenido crystals obtainable have been 
email, being "measured by inches and 
weighed by ounces." 
Now, however, 


they have been obtained in tho Utah de- 
posit weighing as much as 1.000 pounds. 


Many tons of these crystals have been 


t:>.l:»!i fmm thn niniiiid. Some of them 
re -I and even 5 feet in length, with 
faces (J inches broad. 
One huge crystal 


had 10 email ones projecting from it. 
As far as known, this unique deposit has 
no rival in tho world.
